‘Boas of Maftchuria Uses Dingy Cab 
for Carriage of State. 

In spite uf the fact that Manchuria 
has been declared a republic, with the 
viceroy us President, Jow Shoo Me. 
the goveruor-veueral, lung since 
known as the despot of Tsitsiicar, has 
No intention of resigning his unofli- 
cial positiun of power behind the 
throne of the nominal ruler of the 
country. For years his word has 
meant life or death to. the North 
Manchurian and he will still, despite 
the changed conditions, wield an al- 
most autocratic power. 

He travels abcut in a aarriage which 
it is impossible to mistake. Ahead of 
him ride two Manchu soldiers dressed 
in smart khaki uniforms of Buropean 
pattern. His state carriage is really 
an old four-wheeled cab, such as 
might have been banished from some 
American city by the ineoming taxi, 
except that it is drawn by two un- 
matched horses instead of a single 
animal, Ut has twe windows on each 
side, the front ones fitted with shut- 
ters. Through the rear ones, however, 
the potentate can be seen sitting tall, 
and erect, wearing a white conical 
lampshade hat, from which hang tas- 
gels of red silk and the famous pea- 
cock feather of mandarinity. At the 
back of the cab is a smal! platform 
on which stand two fuotmen.

EMPIRE’S CHAIN OF WIRELESS 
IS THE BEST IN THE WORLD 


British Government Fully Recognizes Importance of Rapid 
Imperial Communication, and Britain Now Leads 


in Wireless, Connecting the Domin‘ons. 


London.—In the House of commons, 
H, Page, Croft, Unionist member for 
Christ church, drew attention to the 
total lack of organization in Imperial 
affairs. and the failure to carry out 
the proposals of the premiers of the 
overseas dominions made at the im- 
perial conference last spring. The 
Government ought to re-consider the 
whole imperial position, he said. 

Major Archer Shee, Uniontst, urg: 
ed the appointment.of the proposed 
imperial trade commissioners and 
construction of a state-owned Atlart- 
tic cable. 

L. S. Amery, Unionist, condemned 
the Government’s attitude regarding 
unity of the Empire. In the country's 
present industrial distress, Lritain’s 
willing workers ought to be linked to 
the Empire’s boundless resources. 

PostmasterGeneral Samuels said 
the Government fully recognized the 
importance of cheap and rapid im- 
peria! communication, and _ had ar- 
ranged with the Marconi Company 
for a chain of wireless stations con- 
necting Britain, India, Australia and 
New Zealand, at a cost of half a mil- 
lion, 

This ‘vas of the greatest import- 
ance from the strategical aspect and 
placed this country far ahead of any 
other country in respect of wireless 
communications. A state-owned Ca- 
ble across the Atlantic could only re- 
sult in loss because there would be 
no constant and certain volume of 
Canadian business. The cost would 
be half a million sterling, the annual 
maintenance, £60,000 and revenue 
probably not more than £25,000.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON li--SECOND QUARTER, 
FOR APRIL 14, 1912. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark ii, 23 to iil, 
6—Memory Verses, 27, 23—Golden 
Text, Mark = ii, 27—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
The record of today’s lesson, two 

Sabbath day incidents, the disciples 

plucking corn and a withered hand 

restored in the synagogue, is found 
in Matt. xii and Luke vi, as well as 
in Mark, so that it must concern Him 
not only as the Jewish King rejected, 
but also as the perfect servant, and 
as the Son of Man, to whom all 
things will yet be subdued. To un- 
derstand Him and His words and 
works we must consider His as Na- 
spoke of Him, “the Son of 

God, the King of Israel” (John i, 49), 

as “the King of the Jews” whom the 

Wise men sought (Matt. ii, 2), and 

Qs the “Wonderful, Counselor, the 

Mighty God, the Everlasting Father, 

the Prince of Peace, who will yet 

sit upon the throne of David and 
whose kingdom shall krow no end” 

(isa. ix, 6, 7; Luke 1, $2, 83). The 

late Dr. Weston in his “Gonesie of 

the New Testament” says that the 

Jewish Sabbath was the one peculiar 

and distinctive ordinance of the na- 

tion, Other nations practiced cir- 
cumcision and had temples, offered 
and performed religious 
rites, but the Sabbath was the Jew- 
ish national flag. In it they claimed 

a peculiar relation to God as their 

Creator, Redeemer and Rest, and,’ if 

by this mans treatment of their Sab- 

bath they are to be deprived of their 
distinction from other nations, what. 
is the use of being God's people? 

Considering this, it is not so surpris- 

ing that the immediate occasion of 

the determination by the Jewish rul- 
ers to put Christ to death, as stated 
in all the gospels, was His relation 

He claimed to be 

sreater than Solomon or the temple 

or the Sabbath (Matt. xii, 6, 8, 42), 

but they would not so receive Him. 

They honored Him with their lips, 

but their heart was far from Him 

(Isa. xxix, 13; Ezek, xxxili, 31; Matt, 

xv, 7, 8). They had a form of wor- 

ship without any power, Jehovah, 

whom they professed to worship, was 
in their midst, and they knew Him 
not. 


Matthew says that as the disciples 
passed through the cornfields they 
were hungry, and Luke says that 
they rubbed the ears of corn in their 
hands and did eat. Our Lord Him- 
self was an hungered on other occa- 
sions, as recorded in Matt, tv, 2; xxi, 
18, Concerning Israel it is written 
that He suffered them to hunger 
(Deut. viii, 3), but it was to prove 
them and teach them. (fhe wicked 
are ever watching the righteous and 
seeking to slay them (Ps. xxxvii, 32), 
and here they are finding fault and 
condemning the disciples, and the 
Lord, too, because they knew Him 
not, nor the Scriptures, which they 
professed to reverence, He referred 
them to their own Scriptures, saying. 
“Have ye never read what David did 
when he had need and was an hun- 
gered? (Verse 25.) There igs no 
word of condemnation here for David 
He came not to 
condemn, but to show mercy, hence 
His quotation from the prophets in 
Matthew's record, “I will have mer- 
cy and not sacrifice’ (Matt. xii, 7; 
Hos. vi, 6). The rest of the verse 
in Hosea says that the knowledge of 
God is better than burnt offering. 
The primary idea in sacrifice is that 
God gives to us, not that we give 
to Him, for in the first sacrifice the 


| Lord*gave to Adam and Eve redemp- 


tion clothing which He Himself pro- 
vided, a foreshadowing of Christ lov- 


ing the church and giving Himself 
for it, purchasing it with His own 
blood. We cannot give anything to 


God nor offer Him acceptable service 
until we have received mercy from 
Him as the one who saves sinners. 
Before ever sin entered this world 
God set apart one day in seven as 
a time when man might be free from 
all work and give himself up wholly 


to becoming acquainted with God, 
for there is nothing that can com 
pare with knowing? God (Jer. ix, 22 


24). The Lord of the Sabbath gave 
to man in His own image a day on 
which He might specially bless hin 
by the revelation of himself as the 
source of all being and blessing and 
life and love and peace, The man in 
the synagogue with the withered 
hand was strongly suggestive of the 
condition of the nation and of their 
inability to do anything for God until 


they would accept His mercy. In the 
record, in Matt. xii, 11, 12, He uses 
the illustration of the necessity of 


rescuing a sheep from a pit, even on 
the Sabbath day, but He speaks of 
the owner of the sheep doing this, 
saying. “What man shall have one 
sheep,” not see a sheep. He loved 
these wayward sheep. He came to 
give them life. He was as ready to 
heal them as He was to restore that 
withered hand, but they would not

ness—-margin) of their hearts was a 
Note the cry from His 
eoncerning them.
